A ‘CULTURE of neglect’ at a nursing 
home left its residents unsafe and 
treated as if they ‘didn’t matter’ 
according to a damning report 
released by a healthcare watchdog. 

Alicia Nursing Home in Marsh Road, 
Luton, was deemed to have insuffi¬ 
ciently trained staff who posed a risk to 
the people who live in the facility, 
according to the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC). 

Inspectors found that, while there 
were sufficient numbers of staff on 
duty, residents were left ‘calling out in 
distress’ and ‘with food over their 
clothes and faces’, following unan¬ 
nounced visits in November last year. 

One relative told the investigators ‘it 
feels a bit like a prison’, while another 
claimed their nutritional needs were 
not being met by ‘awful’ food. 

Some medicines were not adminis¬ 
tered correctly, with one member of 
staff telling inspectors: ‘They (the resi¬ 
dents) seek attention. If you can’t deal 
with them you have to give them meds’. 

Though some examples of good care 
from individual staff were identified, 

-- 


the report also highlighted concerns 
over welfare saying: ‘One resident told 
us they were not confident that staff 
knew how to keep them safe.’ 

The CQC also said the management 
team had ‘failed to identify poor prac¬ 
tice in the home or the impact it had on 
the people who lived there’. 

One agency nurse told inspectors that 
they had no previous experience of this 
type of nursing despite leading shifts 
across two units on their second day. 

Another employee said they did not 
have any experience of working with 
people with mental health needs and 
that they ‘just copy what other staff do’. 

In light of all of these factors, the 
nursing home was rated ‘inadequate’ 
in all five areas of care. 

In response to the findings, Andrea 
Thasan, general manager at Apex Care 
Homes, which runs Alicia, said: “It was 
a huge disappointment to receive such 
a report following the inspection. 

“Since then and the initial feedback 
some four months ago, the report for 
which we have just received, we have 
been working very hard with our staff 
and managers within Alicia to improve 
performance and ensure all areas of 
concern have been addressed.”

Council clears school 
of bullying allegations

A SCHOOL investigated over 
claims of bullying and intimida¬ 
tion has been cleared. 

Luton Borough Council said it 
has found that Lealands High 
School had ‘followed its policies 
and procedures correctly’ in 
light of a number of claims made 
by a whistleblower. 

John Burridge, the school’s 
headteacher, said the past few 
months had been a ‘very difficult 
and upsetting time’ for him and 
the school. 

The allegations first came to 
light at the beginning of this year 
after the whistleblower sent an 
email making a series of allega¬ 
tions, including criticism of the 
way controlled assessments are 
administered, to the council; 


Ofsted; exam boards and unions; 
and politicians in the town. 

Since then, the authority said it 
has reviewed evidence which 
‘does not support any of the alle¬ 
gations raised by the whistle 
blower.’ 

Council officers interviewed 
staff and the complainant, and 
looked at the school’s policies 
and other documents. 

In a statement, Mr Burridge 
said: “The past few months have 
been a very difficult and upset¬ 
ting time for the school and me, 
personally. 

“It is very unfortunate that 
someone felt it necessary to pur¬ 
sue this course of action, but I 
respect their right to do so. 

“I take my responsibilities very 
seriously and continue to work 
extremely hard, with the support 
of a fantastic staff team and 
school community, to secure the 


best possible education for the 
children in our care. 

“Now that the investigation is 
concluded, I hope that we can 
continue to move forward and 
focus on being the best school we 
can be.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
council said: “Our investigation 
has found that the school has fol¬ 
lowed its policies and procedures 
correctly and the evidence 
reviewed does not support any of 
the allegations raised by the 
whistleblower. 

“If an employee makes an alle¬ 
gation in good faith, but it is not 
confirmed by the investigation, 
no action will be taken against 
them. 

“If however, an allegation is 
made frivolously, maliciously or 
for personal gain, disciplinary 
action, may be taken by the 
school.”

POLICE BIKES HELP TACKLE CRIME 

A CRACKDOWN on the illegal 
and dangerous practice of riding 
off-road bikes in public places 
has begun in Houghton Regis 
and Luton. 

In order to combat the anti¬ 
social behaviour, the force has 
commissioned two off-road 
police bikes to help target those 
committing the offences. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday last 
week a team of 24 police staff 
took to the streets, along with 
two road policing officers on the 
specially-enlisted bikes. 

The initiative, called Operation 
Meteor, resulted in two arrests in 
Houghton Regis. 

Officers also visited two 
addresses as a result of reports 
from the public on incidents of 
dangerous behaviour. 

UNIVERSITY HOLDS EU DEBATE 

A DEBATE about Britain’s place 
in Europe, organised by and 
hosted at the University of 
Bedfordshire last Wednesday was 
hailed as the first of its kind for 
50 years. 

The Britain in Europe 
Conference brought together 
academics, journalists and poli¬ 
ticians from across the country 
to discuss issues such as British 
Euroscepticism, how the 
European Union is presented in 
the media, and what an EU exit 
following 2017’s planned referen¬ 
dum would mean for the nation. 

The university’s Vice 
Chancellor Bill Rammell spoke at 
the event, drawing on his back¬ 
ground as ex-Foreign Office 
Minister and former chairman of 
Labour’s Britain in Europe 
Group. 

TEEN COMPETES IN BEAUTY COMP 

A LUTON college student will be 
representing the town in a beau¬ 
ty pageant for Miss Guyana UK 
later this year. 

Taryn Harris, 17, from 
Leagrave, will take part in the 
finals on November 21 after suc¬ 
cessfully negotiating her way 
through an audition held last 
month. 

The Luton Sixth Form student is 
hoping to raise £600 in sponsor¬ 
ship fees between now and then 
to help cover her costs for the 
competition. If she wins, she will 
be flown to Guyana to compete 
for Miss World Guyana. 


Church’s plans for cinema foiled by planners 


PLANNING proposals to turn an 
iconic building into a church and 
community centre have been thrown 
out. 

Luton Borough Council has said 
plans to partially convert the ABC 
Cinema into a church were not in line 
with its own proposals to turn the 
town into an ‘effective and diverse 
sub-regional centre’. 

Last month, the church behind the 
application, In His Presence Worship 
Ministries, told Luton on Sunday it 
wanted to expand into the cinema 
and make it ‘open for all’. 

Reverend David Foh-Amoaning, 
the head of the church, said he was 
‘disappointed’ with the decision. 

A council spokesman said: “It is 
considered that the granting of tem¬ 
porary consent for use as a place of 
worship would not facilitate the 
redevelopment of this prominent site 
within the central shopping area as 
the predominant activities of a use of 
this kind would take place outside 
the core shopping and leisure times 
and therefore it fails to contribute to 
the regeneration of the town centre 
in the short term.”

Bin charge plan 
met with scorn 


RUBBISH: Residents are angry at plans to charge £35 to have garden waste bins emptied

PLANS which could see 
residents being charged 
an annual fee to have 
garden waste collected 
have come under fire. 

The leader of Luton 
Liberal Democrats David 
Franks, along with a num¬ 
ber of the town’s residents, 
have expressed opposition 
to a proposal put forward 
by Luton Borough Council 
to impose a £35 yearly 
charge to have garden 
waste bins emptied. 

The idea was proposed in 
the medium term financial 
plan, which was approved 
in a full council meeting on 
February 23. 

Any introduction, if it 
does happen, would be no 
earlier than April next year. 


Cllr Franks said: “We 
accept that plans can 
change and the £35 brown 
bins tax could be increased, 
reduced or scrapped alto¬ 
gether. 

“But this Labour run 
council has already reject¬ 
ed one attempt to remove it 
from the medium term 
financial plan.” 

Labour Cllr Sian Timoney 
rebuked his remarks, say¬ 
ing: “It’s something yet to 
be looked at or discussed 
and has just been set out in 
the plan as a possibility. 

“It can’t be introduced 
until it’s been discussed by 
the council.” 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “We 
expect that it will need to 
identify further ongoing 
savings of £47 million from 
2016-20 and a number of 


potential options have 
been identified to meet 
this. 

“One of the options in the 
council’s mid-term plan is 
to charge for brown bin 
collection. Any decision on 
this would be taken as part 
of the budget-setting pro¬ 
posals for the financial 
year 2016-17.” 

On our website and social 
media we asked you, our 
readers, what you thought 
of the proposal. 

Around 88 per cent of 
those who voted in our 
online poll were against 
the introduction of the 
increase, versus 12 per cent 
who were in favour of the 
change. While on social 
media the response was 
largely negative with a 
number of comments from 
infuriated residents.

Man was ‘racing’ 
before car crash

AN inquest has concluded 
that a man who died after 
his sports car crashed into a 
roundabout was racing at 
the time. 

Luton man Mark Davey was 
racing his Audi R8 against a 
black Porsche 911 when he 
crashed on the A6 near 
Wixams last September. 

Mr Davey, 33, died from 
severe head and brain inju¬ 
ries after he hit the rounda¬ 
bout on September 13. 


During an inquest held into 
his death at Ampthill 
Coroner’s Court this week. 
Senior Coroner Tom Osborne 
concluded: “The deceased 
was racing with another 
vehicle at high speed when it 
collided with a roundabout. 

“The collision happened at 
48mph and saw the car pro¬ 
pelled into the air, before it 
landed on its roof. 

“He suffered serious inju¬ 
ries resulting in his death.” 

Following his death, trib¬ 
utes were left to Mr Davey at 
the side of the road, from 


friends and family and also 
Luton Rugby Club, which he 
played for. 

The club also postponed a 
TV appearance and dedicat¬ 
ed its next match following 
the crash in memory of him. 

He was driving home from 
an away game after playing 
for the club at Bedford Swifts 
when it happened. The driver 
of the Porsche drove away 
and has yet to be identified. 

Coroner Tom Osborne con¬ 
cluded Mr Davey died as a 
result of a road traffic colli¬ 
sion.

Meter is running on private hire union demands 


THE chair of a driver’s union 
which was on strike this week 
has said they are now waiting 
for the council’s response to 
their demands. 

Mushtaq Ahmed, from the 
Luton Borough Driver’s Union, 
said some private hire drivers 
took action on Wednesday 
because they wanted better 
working conditions. 

The strike began in Leagrave 
and finished up outside the 
Town Hall. 

The union has been in discus¬ 
sion with Luton Borough 
Council over a number of 
issues, including access to bus 
lanes, permission to have man¬ 
ufactured tinted windows and 
five minutes ‘grace’ when 



stopping in the town centre. 

In a statement, the council 
said its ‘primary concern is 


public safety’, but added that it 
would ‘continue to engage with 
the union and other drivers and 
operators’. 

Mr Ahmed said: “We had 
phase one and today was 
phase two, and it was just to 
show that we are together and 
what our demands are. 

“It’s to show that we do have 
support and now phase three is 
going to be a bit drastic. 

“We have given them a week 
and it could be longer but they 
have our email and what our 
demands are.” 

Not all drivers were on strike 
this week, however. Hackney 
carriages and other private hire 
drivers were still picking up 
and dropping off customers.

Disabled man wins 
£7.3m NHS payout

A MAN left severely disabled after being born 
with a vitamin deficiency has won more than 
£7 million in compensation from the NHS. 

The 24-year-old, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was not offered a vitamin K injec¬ 
tion by medics who attended his birth at the 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital in 1989. 

Controversy has dogged the administration of 
vitamin K to young babies, as it has been linked 
by some research with the development of child¬ 
hood leukemia. 

But new mothers are still routinely offered the 
injections for their children since, in rare cases, 
babies born with a lack of vitamin K can suffer 
brain damage, or even die, due to internal haem¬ 
orrhaging. 

Robert Glancy QC, acting for the family, told 
London’s High Court the man’s mother was 
never told of the pros and cons of having her 
child injected with the vitamin. Despite it being 
mandatory for the drug to be offered at the time, 
she was not given the option either of the injec¬ 
tion or an oral course of vitamin K for her baby. 

Tragically, her son was not diagnosed as suffer¬ 
ing from the deficiency until three months after 
his birth, by which time he had endured lasting 
physical and cognitive disabilities. Through his 
mother, the man sued East of England Strategic 
Health Authority- the NHS body which employed 
the medical staff who attended his birth. 

The payout consisted of a lump sum of £2.3m 
plus annual, index-linked, and tax free pay¬ 
ments to cover the costs of his care for life which 
will start at £181,100, before gradually decreas¬ 
ing over time.

WHAT links Lothair, Tancred and Venetia 
Roads in Stopsley? 

In the 1970s and 1980s I spent many happy, 
and not so happy, hours playing football and 
cricket at a usually windswept Lothair Road 
playing fields. It never occurred to me to 
question where the name came from. 

James Dyer, respected historian and 
archaeologist and co-author of ‘The Story of 
Luton’ (1964), supplies the answer in ‘The 
Stopsley Book’ (1998). Charles Breed taught 
in Stopsley for 32 years from 1893. 

He was also involved in the Rural District 
Council from its foundation in 1896 until its 
demise in 1933 and was given the honour of 
naming three new roads laid out in the 1920s. 

Breed chose the titles of three of his favour¬ 
ite novels by Benjamin Disraeli (1804-1881), 
twice Conservative Prime Minister and oppo¬ 
nent of William Gladstone (see Gladstone 
Avenue in LU1). Disraeli found time to write 
14 other works while pursuing politics. 

If Breed had chosen Copperfield, Chuzzlewit 
and Nickleby Roads the references would, I 
am sure, be more apparent to people today.

‘Culture has changed 
since 2013 shootings’

YOUNG people have changed 
in the two years since father - 
of-three Paul Foster was 
killed during a spate of gun- 
related crime, a community 
worker has said. 

Mark Clarke, head of Walk 
to Freedom, a Luton-based 
organisation that helps drug 
and alcohol addicts in 
Bedfordshire, said he has 
seen more young people in 
Luton ‘crying out’ for change. 

Mr Foster was shot in the 
chest on April 9 in 2013 
during a five-month period 
where Bedfordshire Police 
investigated 16 gun-related 
incidents. 

The force said the anti-gun 
and gang crime operation it 
started in response to the 
shootings has seen more than 
200 people arrested and 78 
people charged. 

No-one has been convicted 
in connection with Mr 
Foster’s murder, but detec¬ 
tives said they have been 
working to ‘disrupt gang 
activity’ and ‘address the 
issues around gangs and gun- 
related crime’. 

Mr Clarke said he ‘com-

mended’ the police for the 
work they had done and 
added that all organisations 
in the town had to continue 
working together. 

He said: “Things are quiet, 
but that’s not to say that 
there’s absolutely nothing 
happening. 

“A lot of the young people 
we are engaging with at the 
moment are realising that so 
many people have been put 
away. 


“They want to change their 
lives now. 

“Whether they are involved 
or not is one thing, but they 
are actually saying it and that 
is a good thing”, he added. 

“I know a number of people 
have been moved out of the 
area and young people want 
to make a change, but what 
they are crying out for is an 
alternative to that lifestyle.” 

“We are developing pro¬ 
grams to help that. 

“What you get is that these 
young people who are steal¬ 
ing or whatever, but what 
society does not realise is that 
they have more to give.” 

Detective Inspector Robert 
Regan, added: “We work 
closely with a number of 
partner agencies to address 
the issues around gangs and 
gun-related crime to prevent 
any further tragedies in our 
communities. 

“This is an ongoing piece of 
work and we meet regularly 
with partners including 
Luton Borough Council to 
identify potential issues at an 
early stage and put in inter¬ 
ventions to support young 
people who are showing signs 
of getting involved with gang- 
related activity”

Man who abused 
young girl is jailed

A MAN who befriended a sin¬ 
gle mother at a church went 
on to sexually abuse her 
young daughter at his home. 

David Peck, 63, was jailed 
for four years on Monday for 
carrying out four sexual 
assaults on the child, who 
was aged between five and 
seven. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
that David Peck and his wife 
were trusted by the girl’s 


mother and they became ‘like 
family’, even going on holiday 
together. 

Prosecutor Robert Forrest 
said the offences took place 
between July 2012 and July 
2014. 

They came to light on Bank 
Holiday Monday last August. 

The next morning she came 
downstairs and said: “Mum, 
can I tell you something? 
David has been touching me.” 

A meeting was arranged at 
the church and when Peck 
was confronted he said: “I did 
it” or “She’s not lying,” said 


Mr Forrest. 

Peck handed himself in to 
Luton police station. 

Stuart Sprawson, defend¬ 
ing, said Peck had voluntarily 
sought counselling and 
pleaded guilty at the first 
opportunity. 

“As soon as the events were 
disclosed, he met the mother 
with his wife and made full 
admissions,” he said. 

In addition to the sentence, 
he said Peck must register as 
a sex offender for life and 
abide by the terms of a sexual 
prevention order.

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Town to host human 
trafficking gathering

EXPERTS from all over the 
country will be meeting next 
month to shed light on the 
‘hidden crime’ of human 
trafficking. 

Myrna Loy, a safeguarding 
administrator based in Marsh 
Farm, will be hosting the 
event on May 19 along with 
Bristol-based anti-trafficking 
charity Unchosen. 

Ms Loy, who experienced 
abuse as a child when she was 
in foster care, said human 
trafficking has become a 
‘passion’ of hers ever since 
she started looking into the 
subject in recent years. 

Bedfordshire Police say it is 
‘a hidden crime’ and ‘hard to 
gauge’. Recorded figures for 
Luton show the town had ten 
cases of trafficking between 
2010 and 2014, including five 
of sexual exploitation and one 
of domestic servitude. 

According to Crimestoppers 
UK, human trafficking is the 
second most profitable crime 
after drugs and has an annual 
value of around £20m. 

Ms Loy said she is able to 
empathise with victims as 
she knows what it is like to be

‘taken out of a caring envi¬ 
ronment and taken some¬ 
where else’. 

Among those attending the 
conference at the Hat Factory 
will be the UK’s anti-slavery 
commissioner Kevin Hyland. 

Ms Loy said: “I have been an 
abused woman so I can 
empathise, but I have not 
been abused to the extent of 
those who have been through 
organised crime. 

“I was too trusting and 
adults who I trusted took 
advantage of me. When you 
think about exploitation, it 
can be anything. 


“When people think about 
human trafficking, they iso¬ 
late themselves and think 
that it happens in third world 
countries, but as an abused 
woman I want to show what it 
feels like.” 

During the conference 
delegates will watch films 
about the subject provided by 
Unchosen. 

The charity holds yearly 
competitions in which groups 
and individuals attempt to 
make the best film highlight¬ 
ing the issue. 

Ms Loy added: “What the 
film is supposed to do is to 
help delegates be aware of the 
signs of abuse, and what 
stands out to me is that any¬ 
body could be a victim. 

“You get people who are out 
work or parents who tell their 
kids to leave because they are 
not contributing enough, so 
these people are desperate for 
a job and they are put in the 
hands of traffickers. 

“And the traffickers are 
waiting and looking for them, 
and the people who are vul¬ 
nerable go to them. 

“It then becomes a vicious 
circle because they cannot 
get out.”

No Turkish Delight 
for charity cyclists

TWO men on a worldwide 
charity cycle ride have spo¬ 
ken of their relief after being 
stranded in Turkey. 

Amer Nazir and his col¬ 
league Abuzar Kazmi, both 
from Luton, were due to fly 
from Turkey to Georgia on 
April 11 but missed their 
flight after being given board¬ 
ing passes for a closed flight. 

They then managed to fly 
out the next day but their 
bikes were left behind and 
had to be sent on April 13. 

The pair have managed to 
raise £198,000 so far but Mr 
Nazir said the mix-up had 
caused an ‘unnecessary 
headache’, which was made 
worse when they lost their 
wallets for a few hours. 

However, he added that 
things got better after they 
were helped by the airport’s 
chief of police and the owner 
of the apartment they were 
staying at in Istanbul. 

Mr Nazir said: “After that, 
someone handed in our cards 
to the lost and found but they 
took out a bit of money. 

“Then the battle started and 
the airline were trying to 
charge us £250 for a no-show. 


“We called our apartment 
owner who came to help us 
and the airline checked to see 
that I had put the bikes 
through. They accepted their 
faults and then they gave us 
tickets for another flight.” 

He added: “It cost us an 
unnecessary headache and 
the worst moment came 
when I realised that I had lost 
my wallet and I had no bikes. 

“It all came together in the 
end because of the determi¬ 
nation of me, my friend and 


our Turkish friend. I think it 
also helped that I met the 
chief of police because before 
that, I had spoken to about 11 
people but no-one seemed to 
care.” 

The pair, who set off on 
February 28, have already 
been through seven countries 
and are due to finish in 
November. Luton on Sunday 
contacted Turkish Airlines for 
a comment, but the airline 
had not responded at the time 
of going to press.

HE is one of England's greatest exports and 
later this month whole the world will pay 
tribute to him. 

Luton will be following suit and the town’s 
Poetry Society will once again be hosting their 
annual William Shakespeare birthday ‘party’.

This will be the fourth annual event cele¬ 
brating the birth, life, and works of 
Shakespeare. On the previous events, Mary 
said: “William Shakespeare is the poet of 
poets, we usually start off our monthly meet¬ 


ings with a poem by William on the chosen 
theme for the day. Our yearly celebration of his 
birthday is so profound because you hear 
many poets perform Shakespeare in varied 
forms and voices. It’s amazing, and we learn 
from each other.”

I LOVE MAPS 

Luton Central Library 

April 29, l-3pm 

WITHOUT maps would we be lost? 

Or would we manage to find our 
way around through word of mouth 
and memory? 

Well, you can find all this out and 
more at the I Love Maps exhibition 
taking place at the central library 
in just under a fortnight. 

The event, being run by the 
Bedfordshire & Luton Archives 
Service, is designed to help you find 
where you are and what was there 
before you came. 

It is part of a series of talks which 
will introduce you to common 
archive sources and the skills for 
using them. 

Pamela Birch, the archive service 
manager, said maps tended to 
interest people as they were so 
‘immediate’ and visual, and offered 
a window into the past. 

She said: “An awful lot of maps 
were not produced until the 18th 
century, so really it starts with the 
industrial revolution as a means to 
see how the landscape is changing 
and how they want to change it. 

“In Bedfordshire, you get maps 
that change according to how agri¬ 


culture was arranged. It goes from 
there being open fields to becom¬ 
ing more closed. 

“People used to have strips of land 
scattered around and what the rev¬ 
olution did was to really change the 
landscape and that’s when a lot of 
really important maps start to be 
produced. 

“The other thing about maps is 
that they do not only tell you what 
was there but what people wanted 


to put there but never managed to 
do so. They have all sorts of uses.” 

The decision to put on the event 
was born out of trends the archive 
service noticed among its users. 

Pamela said whenever someone 
pulled out a map in the search 
room, it almost inevitably drew 
other people away from what they 
were doing to take a look. 

She is hoping the talk will be an 
educational experience. 


She added: “We hope that people 
will feel that they understand more 
about what maps can do for them 
and some of the things they need to 
be aware of when they do use them. 

“All the talks that we have been 
doing are about giving them knowl¬ 
edge and opening up new possibili¬ 
ties to them.”

Renault Twingo 

Take a look inside ... 


The Renault "Iwingo switches 
from a front-engined 
front-wheel drive hatch to a 
rear-engined rear-wheel drive 
city car. Developed in 
conjunction with Daimler, 
Renault’s baby looks set to give 
rivals such as the Peugeot 108 
and Volkswagen up! something 
to worry about. 

The big news with this Iwingo 
is that compared to its pre¬ 
decessor, it’s completely back 
to front. Where that car was 
a front-engined front-wheel 
drive platform, much like almost 
every other city car on sale, 
this time round there’s been a 
radical change. The engine is 
now located at the back and 
drives the rear wheels. Yes, like 
a Smart car. 

If you didn’t know the engine 
was where you’d normally put 
your shopping, you’d probably 
never guess from the outside. 
The Iwingo has a fairly conven¬ 
tional city car silhouette, with el¬ 
ements of Fiat 500 in its cheeky 
domed profile. The front end 
adopts the usual Renault family 
face with bulging headlamps and 
a detail strip that frames the 
huge centrally-mounted Renault 
diamond. Punched inboard of 
the headlight pods are LED day¬ 


time running lights. The design 
team, headed up by Laurens 
van den Acker, wanted to evoke 
the feel of the Renault 5 and the 
rake of the "Iwingo’s rear screen 
and the prominent shoulders are 
said to be inspired by the rear- 
engined Renault 5 Turbo. 

The Renault "Iwingo is a car 
that doesn’t feel particularly 
rear-engined to drive, which 
leaves you wondering what 
the point is. Then you begin to 
appreciate the benefits. The 
front wheels can pivot to 45 
degrees, giving the car astonish¬ 
ing manoeuvrability. Rotating the 
engine and putting it under the 
boot floor, gives a seriously low 
centre of gravity, helping both 
handling and packaging. 

Most citycars are at their best 
in entry-level trims, but the 
"Iwingo feels a more assured 
prospect with a bit more kit in it. 
In fact, the top of the range Dy- 
namique 90 ENERGY would be 
our pick, and at under £ 12,000, 
it looks very good value against 
a Volkswagen up! The "Iwingo 
was always a fun choice but 
one that struggled as a genuine 
all-rounder. Renault looks to 
have given this third-generation 
car the tools it needs to give the 
class leaders a real scare.

LEGEND has it that, during the Napoleonic 
Wars, some Hartlepudlian fishermen mistook 
an ape, which had washed upon the shore, for 
a French spy and sentenced it to death via the 
hangman's noose.

CAMERON McGeehan insist¬ 
ed that yesterday's 3-0 win 
over Hartlepool United could 
be “the magic” Luton Town 
need to fire themselves into 
the League Two play-offs. 

The midfielder broke the 
deadlock in the fifth minute, 
while Jake Howells netted 
from the spot on his 24th 
birthday and Scott Griffiths 
wrapped up a first win in 
three. 

Results elsewhere boosted 
the Hatters too as seventh- 
placed Plymouth lost at 
Carlisle which means they are 
keeping the Kenilworth Road 
side out of the top seven by 
virtue of a better goal differ¬ 
ence, with just two games left 
to play. 

McGeehan said: “It couldn’t 
have gone any better really. 

“You don’t really want to be 
looking over your shoulder or 
looking at other results, but it 
has come to the stage of the 
season where you have to 


because it is not in our hands 
yet. 

“When it is in our hands we 
won’t be looking, we’ll just be 
concentrating on ourselves, 
but if we get the two wins that 
we need, I’m sure that will be 
enough.” 

Town now face tough tests 
against play-off rivals Southend 
and Stevenage, so six points is 
the target, which would also 
put them in a small run of form, 
should they qualify for the end 
of season shake-up. 

“It could be the perfect 
time,” said McGeehan, add¬ 
ing: “The gaffer has said that 
you might be in the play-offs 
and safe and then the season 
fizzles out a little bit until you 
get into the play-off games, 
when you’re not in form. 

“Maybe that’s the magic we 
need. We’ve got a bit of form 
going into it and hopefully if 
we win the next two we’ll be 
flying.” 

The Hatters beat Southend 
2-0 back in October - a game 
which McGeehan watched 
from the stands as a fan. 

He said: “Southend are a 
good team with a good man¬ 


ager, but I came to watch the 
game when they played 
Southend and they [Luton] 
absolutely dominated the 
game. Battered them. 

“There’s absolutely no rea¬ 
son why we can’t go to their 
place and do exactly the same 
thing because they might not 
need the points as much as 
us.” 

McGeehan’s early header 
against Hartlepool was his 
first goal back at Kenilworth 
Road since returning to the 
club for a second loan spell in 
February. 

“It’s a special stadium for 
me,” the Norwich loan ace 
said, adding: “It was the first 
stadium I ever played at, in 
front of a great crowd and the 
first first-team environment I 
was in, so I love going out 
there and putting on the 
orange. 

“It’s what I’ve wanted to do 
since I left and now I’m able to 
do it we’ve got a good win 
under our belts. 

“We’ve got to keep believing 
and keep the fans doing what 
they do best, which is singing 
away and celebrating.”
